providing a test sample taken from a human; and 
determining if a BS106 gene product is present in the 

sample, wherein the detection of a BS106 gene product 

indicates the presence of a breast cell. 

81. (New) . A method of detecting a malignancy of breast 
tissue, the method comprising: 

providing a sample from non-breast tissue of a human; 

and 

determining if a BS106 gene product is present in the 
sample, 

wherein detection of a BS106 gene product is detected in the 
sample is indicative of a breast malignancy. 

82. (New) . The method of claim 81, wherein the gene 
product in an mRNA. 

83. (New) . The method of claim 81, wherein the gene 
product in a polypeptide. 

84. (New). The method of claim 83, wherein the polypeptide 
is encoded by SEQ ID NO: 4. 
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
